To the Editor of the News and Courier:
It strikes me that the Southern newspa-
pers could be doing their ssction good
service by nrging the Southern planters
to hold the remainder of their cotton, and
onl?' plant a half crop next season,

o class of geopla are as poorly organ-
fzed as the Southern farmer. It does
look to;me that a people who b'.~ealmost
a monbpoly of agreat crop, *. ‘hasthe
Sooth bas of cotton, would nse it better
than the Southern planters. ILast year
the South tried to plant the world in cot-
ton, whilethe trade wasalready burdened
with the surplus of two or three big
cro Consequently they received star-
vation prices, for which they alone were
to blame. Their experience taught them
a dear lesson. This vear they reduced
the acreage and the use of fertilizers con-
siderably, and by their close economy
and hard work made this crop cheaper
then any ever made. Now they are en-
titled to a fair price for their staple.

As tothis being asmall crop there is
no guestion. Mr. Neil, the Government
and all authorities bave said so. (When
Mr. Neil says a big crop, they believe
him.) Asto the great reduction bothin
acreage and the use of fertilizers, thera is
not the shadaw of a doubt. :

Look at the receipts, A good propor-
tion of the time they only compare with
8 crop which only made 5,700,000 bales.
In the face of all this the New York Cot-
ton Exchange, the profesaional bears,
and the money power, organized to mani-
- pulate the market and pat prices down.
And well they succeeded, as values
shrunk about 1 1-4 cents per pound.
They had absolutely no facts or figures
to-aid them, Their only argument was
